Year Ending March 11th, 1879. 


The School Committee of Acworth presents the following 
as his annual report of the schools in town the past year. 


REPORT BY DISTRICTS. 
No. 1. 


C. A. ALLEN, S. Symonps, W. THayvEer, - Committee. 


The summer term of ten weeks was taught by Miss Hattie 
S. Symonds, one of our most thorough drill and recitation 
teachers. 

The school was quite large, the pupils varying much in both 
age and scholarship. This variety gave rise to a large number 
of classes, making the work of its teacher exceedingly labori- 
ous, and allowing but a few moments to each class. 

The order was perfect, lessons required to be thoroughly 
learned, and the general progress good. 

The attendance of the scholars, and the interest shown by 
parents in their frequent visits, have never been better in this 
District. 

George W. Stone, B. A., of Andover, had charge of the 
grammar school for nineteen weeks, during the fall and win- 
ter. 

Although Mr. Stone was a tyro in the art of teaching, he 
early developed those qualifications which rank him among 
the higher class of instructors. 

Every lesson was required to be completely mastered. 
Among the classes where extra good work was done, I would 
mention Latin, History, Grammar and Geography, and I 
might add Algebra and Geometry. 

Not the least important feature connected with the school 
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in this District, has been the literary character of its work, as 
shown in the regular weekly lyceums held during both terms. 
The progress in “this branch of culture is not easily estimated, 
but the future will doubtless show it to have been quite as im- 
portant as the regular school duties. 

Miss Mary E. Anderson taught the primary school for eight 
weeks during the fall. The room inthis department is small, 
and the seats very uncomfortable. This fact, in connection 
with the large number of pupils, make a combination not cal- 
culated for the best interests of any school. 

The appearance of the school at my first visit, with the well 
known reputation of the teacher, warrant me in saying the 

- progress and discipline were in all respects satisfactory. I 
was not able to be present at examination. 

Miss Carrie E. Gee, of Newport, taught the same school for 
eight weeks during the winter. Miss Gee came among her 
pupils a stranger, ‘but soon won their regards, and, with her 
pleasant ways and abundant patience with little folks, suc- 
ceeded in teaching a profitable school. — - 


No. 2. 
J. R. SmirH, - - - - Committee. 


The summer term of eleven weeks was taught by Miss Etta 
M. King, of Marlow, it being her first term. 

The school was well classified, discipline good, and advance- 
ment rapid, especially in Geography and History. 

The reading exercises showed careful instruction on the part 
of the teacher. Altogether it was one of our best summer 
schools. 

Miss Hattie A. Stearns, of Lebanon, taught the fall term of 

“ten weeks. 

The number and classification of pupils were about the same 
as during the summer. Good progress was made in Penman- 
ship, Reading and Arithmetic. The only fault of the school 
was a tendency towards levity on the part of several pupils. 

Singing and oral teaching was practiced during both terms 
in this District, which added much to the appearance as well 
as success of the school. 


No. 3. 
F. B. Trow, - - - Committee. 
There were twenty-eight weeks of school in this District, 


divided into three terms, all of which were taught by Miss 
Addie F. Heywood, of Charlestown. 
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In general, the progress of the school was good, and the or- 
der fair. 

The number of classes was altogether too large for so few 
scholars. The attendance was good, and, with the exception 
of a lack of order among two or three of the smaller ones, 
no fault can be found with the school. 


No. 4. 


DANIEL CLARK, - - - Committee. 


No summer school. Miss Flora E. Newton, of Unity, 
taught seven weeks during the fall. Especial attention was 
given to correct pronunciation, and the proper use of words. 

In all branches the advancement was steady, and the only 
thing to be regretted was the shortness of the term. The 
school was very quiet, and the drill thorough. 

The winter term of ten weeks was under the ch: arge of Mr. 
C. W. Richardson, of Lempster. 

This was Mr. Richardson’s first attempt at teaching, and 
although the result was not all that could. have been wished, 
yet the school was ordinarily successful. The progress made 
in arithmetic, geography, and the theory of grammar, was a 
good average. 

The instruction in the practical application of the rules of 
grammar, and the drill in reading, were deficient both in 
amount and accuracy. Judging from the appearance of both 
outside and inside of the school house, I should say the order 
was not quite perfect. However, there is some excuse for 
using desks and clapboards for kindling wood when they are 
fit for nothing else. 


No. 5. 
M. V. B. Peck, - - - Committee. 


Miss Jennie N. Putnam, of Claremont, taught her first 
term of eight weeks in this District during the summer. 

Miss Putnam is certainly an original and eccentric teacher, 
using a good many expressions not found in the best authors, 
as well as being somewhat faulty in pronunciation. Notwith- 
standing this, she obtained the sympathy of her pupils, and, 
by using the oral method of instruction largely, the progress: 
made was excellent in nearly every branch. 

The study of geography was made especially interesting by 
the aid of the new set of outline maps just furnished. 
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. Miss Lestina A. Gould, of Unity, taught the winter term, 
of ten weeks. 
The pupils made more progress in reading than ever before 
in one term. 
In arithmetic I am inclined to think too much work was at- 
tempted to make it sufficiently thorough to be remembered. 
There was good progress in geography and spelling. 


No. G. 


E. L. Sarsons, - - - Committee. 


There were seventeen weeks of school in this District dur- 
ing the year, divided into two terms, both taught by Miss 
Lillie L. Comstock. 

During the summer there were but three pupils, and all of 
them in the primer class. Unlike many teachers Miss Com- 
stock gave her whole time to these three little pupils, and the 
result was really wonderful progress. The attendance of the 
fall and winter term. was injured by the frequent absences of 
pupils belonging elsewhere. Of those who attended regular- 
ly as good progress was made as I have ever seen in this Dis- 
trict. At the examination one pupil gave the name of every 
town in New Hampshire, arranged alphabetically by counties. 


No. §&. 


H. G. PerHamM, - - - Committee. 


The summer term of ten weeks was taught by Miss Flora 
E. Bailey, an excellent disciplinarian. The school was 
quiet and orderly, and the progress good among those who 
attended regularly. The teachers only fault is too great haste, 
and a want of care in requiring correct answers to questions. 

The fall term of six and the winter term of ten weeks 
were under the care of Miss Ella E. Wood, a teacher whose 
name is a guarantee of a systematic and thorough course of 
instruction. 

Care in pronunciation, and correct expression in reading, 
were among the most marked features of the school. All ex- 
ercises in arithmetic were required to be demonstrated by 
principle. In all things thoroughness was the motto of the 
school, and the examinations showed two of the best terms I 
have ever seen in this District, where good schools are the 
rule. 
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No. 9. 
H. A. Comstock, - - - Committee. 


Both summer and fall terms of this school, each eight 
weeks in length, were taught by Miss Ellen H. Rogers, of 
Marlow. 

The attendance, as usual in this District, was almost per- 
fect, the room quiet, and the scholars studious. 

At the examination the house was tastefully trimmed, and 
nearly every citizen in the District present. 

Excellent progress was made in reading and arithmetic. 
Singing added much to the life and health of the school. 

Miss Orrie A. Isham, another Marlow teacher, completed 
the ten weeks of winter school commenced by Miss Sabine, 
of Lempster, and discontinued on account of illness. 

Among the scholars this term were several young men, 
who, deeming it to be their last term of school, accomplished 
an unusual amount of good work in their studies. 

In general the school was a profitable one for all.

Summer term, ten weeks; Miss Lillie A. Buswell teacher.

New pupils made extra classes, which was unavoidable. 
Correct rules of discipline were enforced, and everything at 
my first visit promised a pleasant and profitable term. Fail- 
ing to receive any notice of the close of school, I visited it 
but once.

The eight weeks of summer school was taught by Miss E]- 
la J. Kittells. ~ 

Owing to some dissatisfaction on the part of a few of the 
older pupils, who left school the second week, a general want 
of confidence was felt in the teacher. 
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At the examination, however, the primary classes at least 
showed good progress and patient drill. The order was fair. 
Had perfect harmony existed between parents, teacher, and 
pupils, I believe the term might have been more successful. 

During the fall Rev. F. W. Johnson taught the grammar 
school for ten weeks, and Miss J. N. Putnam the primary. 

In the higher school the attendance was poor. The classi- 

fication and the teacher’s methods of instruction were both 
good. : . 
The progress was not rapid, more attention being given 
towards learning how to express one’s knowledge than to gain 
it. There was good work done in grammar, arithmetic, and 
algebra. 

In the primary school Miss Putnam’s sticcess was hardly 
equal to that of the preceding term in No. 5. 

The oral method of instruction, as practiced in Geography, 
bore good fruit, and the examination in Arithmetic was also 
good. Order was not quite perfect. 

During the winter there was but one term of eight weeks, 
under the instruction of Miss Mary J. Wardner, of Reading, 
Vt., a teacher of experience and one, like poets, born not made. 

Although the school was large, and with a great number and 
variety of classes, Miss Wardner soon brought order out of 
chaos, and during the entire term everything went along with 
the regularity of clock-work. 

In every particular it was a most valuable term of school, 
and one of the best ever held in this District.

There were but sixteen weeks of school in this District, 
divided into two terms, both under the same teacher, Miss 
Alma E. Bragg. 

The classification is very poor in this District, owing to a 
variety of text books. In Reading, Spelling and Arithmetic 
the progress was well marked, and the sympathy between citi- 
zens, teacher and pupils was much better than heretofore. 
The attendance was among the best of any school in town. 

The only fault with the school was in the order, which was 
not perfect. 

There was no school in No. 13.

It is with a certain degree of pleasure and satisfaction that 
I present the foregoing report of the condition of schools in 
Acworth the past year. Forty-one pupils have neither been 
absent or tardy during the year, an increase of fifty per cent. 
over the preceding year. 

In repairing and furnishing school-houses, more has been 
done this year than for several years past. 

In No. 1 improvements have been made in repairing, ven- 
tilation, and additional furniture. 

In No. 2 the school house has been newly painted, ceiled, 
papered, shingled, and furnished. In No. 3 repairs have 
been made. In No. 5 a new set of outline maps have been 
furnished. In No. 8 the house has been repaired throughout, 
and furnished with new blackboards, maps, ete. In No. 9 
two new maps. In No. 11 a complete set of outline maps 
and erasers. 

It will thus be seen that almost every District has been 
alive to the wants of the school, and more ready than ever 
before to meet those wants. 

This spirit is what your committee has been trying to in- 
fuse into the minds of the several Districts for the past three 
years, and the results are highly satisfactory. Still there are 
a few Districts whose school house walls are bare and floors 
empty of suitable aids to instruction, and to such I would 
say, “Go thou and do likewise.” 

Before closing these remarks, I would call the attention of 
some of our small schools to the new law, passed last June, 
which provides for School Districts having less than twelve 
scholars to attend any term of school, that they may, by vote 
at their annual or other legal meeting, provide for the atten- 
dance of their pupils at the schools of adjoining Districts, us- 
ing ten per cent. of their school money for the purpose of 
conveying pupils to and from school, and dividing the remain- 
der of the money among the adjoining Districts in proportion 
to the number of pupils attending each. 

This law, it seems to me, may be made of practical value 
in Nos. 4 and 6, by means of which the children of these Dis- 
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trict may obtain double the amount of schooling they now en- 
joy, and without additional expense. 

With these suggestions for the future, and my heartfelt 
thanks to all who have aided in raising the standard of our 
common schools the past year, I leave this report with you.
